THE NATION'S FINANCES. 


Secretary Mellon’s annual report is a strik- 
ing picture of the unparalleled prosperity of 
the country, and a prophecy of future continued 
prosperity. He says that it can be safely stated 
that the country has reached a level of national 
income never before exceeded; and 1926 has 
brought no indication of an ebbing of this high 
tide. 

The Secretary recommends that a portion of 
the Treasury surplus be distributed as credits 
to taxpayers in 1927. This is an indorsement 
of the plan of President Coolidge, in the place 
of a general reduction of taxes by an amend- 
ment of the 1926 tax law. ‘‘Before determin- 
ing that permanent tax reduction can be had,” 
says Mr. Mellon, “we must have reasonable as- 
surance of a continued flow from the sources 
from which our revenue is obtained.”’ 

Mr. Melion reviews in detail the adjustments 
of the war debts, rejects all thought of can- 
cellation and considers the whole transaction 
closed. He even suggests that the activities of 
the world war debt commission be not ex- 
tended. 

Of the growing practice of installment buy- 
ing, the Secretary of the Treasury says that 
“an installment purchase means that instead 
of postponing the enjoyment of some article 
until the purchaser has saved up the money 
required to make the purchase, he takes im- 
mediate enjoyment, paying out of future and 
not past savings. Within limits there is noth- 
ing inherently unsound in this practice; it has 
increased the immediate consuming power of 
the people and thus permitted large produc- 
tion and full employment to continue.” 

Mr. Mellon urges the enactment of banking 
legislation that will strengthen and perhaps 
preserve the banking system of fife country; a 
disposition of the problem connected with 
claims of American citizens against the owners 
of German property held by the alien property 
custodian, and a program of economy. 

The exhaustive report covers every phase of 
the financial problems of the country—its 
credit, debt reduction, revenue and expendi- 
tures, the enforcement of prohibition, customs 


receipts and the question of American loans to | 


foreign countries. Of the latter he says that 
“loans to foreign countries do not create com- 
petition harmful to America.”” He believes that 
the protective tariff is sufficient security 
against unfair foreign competition, while 
American loans to foreign industrials and 
countries increase the purchasing power of 
foreigners and thus give Americans a share in 
world trade. 

The report of the Secretary of the Treasury 
is comprehensive and exhaustive. It is a com- 
pendium of valuable information touching the 
welfare and future possibilities of the United 
States. It is a record of wise and able stew- 
ardship. 


A NATIONAL SUPERHIGHWAY. 


Senator du Pont, of Delaware, has introduced 
a bill authorizing a survey of a superhighway 
as direct as is practicable between the Atlantic 
coast and the Pacific coast, no part of it to be 
located within any municipality having a popu- 
lation of 2,500 or more. Wherever feasible the 
proposed superhighway is to be go constructed 
as to provide for two-way fast traffic for tour- 
ists and pleasure vehicles, and two-way traffic 
for trucks and other heavy vehicles. 

Senator du Pont is recognized as an authority 
on good roads. In 1911 he inaugurated work 
on what has since been called the du Pont 
highway, extending the full length of the 
State of Delaware, which he constructed at a 
cost of more than $4,000,000. The advice of 
engineers from all over the world was obtained 
so that this road would be the last word in 
highway construction, and early in July, 1924, 
the completion of the roadway was celebrated, 
and the gift accepted by the State.

WORKERS AB CITIZENS. 
A survey has been made recently of the citi- 
zenship status of the employes of a New Eng- 


workers, and which may be considered repre- 
sentative of the entire industry. Approximately 
67 per cent of the employes are citizens of the 
United States, and about 40 per cent of all for- 
eign born have obtained their naturalization 
papers. The distribution of citizenship accord- 


'ing to nationalities shows that 75 per cent of 


the Swedish group and 69 per cent of the Ger- 
man group have forsworn allegiance to the 
governments under which they wgre born. The

OUTSTRIPPED IN THE AIR. 


On Tuesday last the Philadelphia Rapid 
Transit Co., which operated an air ferry be- 
tween Washington and the Sesquicentennial 
exposition all summer, suggested to the Secre- 
tary of Commerce a plan for a 2,000-mile air- 
way system running from New York to New 
Ofleans and from Chicago to Atlanta. § Al- 
though the company gave no indication as to 
whether or not it would submit bids for the 
operation of such a system if established, it 
proposed a flat rate of 10 cents an ounce for 
air mail with an allotment of a share of 2 
cents to air carriers, transportation of passen- 
gers in connection with the carrying of mail, 
and the use of multiengine ships, and offered 
to cooperate with the government in air trans- 
port development. ; 

The following day ‘the German railroads in- 
formation office in New York divulged the de- 
tails concerning two giant planes now under 
construction in Germany, designed to be placed 
in regular transatlantic service probably some 
time next year. The first of these planes will 
be completed by the Junkers Aeroplane Works, 
in Dessau, Within the neat few months. It is 
described as having two bodies, each 78 feet 
long, with wings which spread 2656 feet from 
tip to tip. The carrying surface amounts to 
almost an acre and a half. The plane will 
have four.1,000-horsepower motors, and will 
weigh, without the 2,700 gallons of fuel it 
will carry, over 35 tons. Six cabins with sleep- 
ing accommodations for twelve persons each 
and fourteen cabins with similar accommoda- 
tions for two persons each will make it possible 
for the plane to carry 100 passengers across 
the ocean on each 36-hour trip. The ship will 
carry a crew of twelve men, and two or more 
captains. 4 

The other plane has been designed by and 
is being constructed under the supervision of 
Dr. Bdward Rumpler, a noted airplane engi- 
neer. In effect this plane is an enormous fiy- 


ing wing, within which are placed cabins for 


130 passengers, 10 motors of 1,000-horse- 
power @ach, space for the.crew and storage 
rooms for freight and mail.” The wing spread 
is 308 feet, and the wing itself is 36 feet thick. 
It will weigh. loaded 118 tons, and will be 
capable of attaining a safe flying speed ot 165

N the life of every dog there are 
occasions when he must be con- 
fined in one way or another during 
the temporary absence of his master. 
For such times the common method is 
to provide a suitable collar and an un- 
suitable chain or leash, and with them 
attach the animal to a tree, bedpost or 
other sufficiently immovable and con- 
venient object. Returning, the dog 
may or may not be there. If the for- 
mer, he is more than likely to have 
twisted round and round the post, 
worked himself into a state of haif- 
crazed fretting and exciting, or 
tially hanged himself by jumping over 
some supposedly unreachable object on 
which the chain catches and holds him 
dangling. If he is not to be found, he 
has probably twisted out of the collar 
or broken the leash and gohe his way. 
A much more satisfactory “plan is to 
build a yard which shall be complete 
including protected sleeping 
food pan, water and space

Several good dog fence materials dre on 
the market, or the yard can be con- 
structed of baseboards and heavy poul- 
try wire. For a dog the size of an aire- 
dale, it should be at least 20 feet squarc. 

If the availbale space or locality 
forbids the buildi of such an 
inclosure, then chain the dog to a 
“trolley.” Drive two hé@avy stakes 
flush in the ground 20 feet or so apart, 
and stretch a strong wire betweén them. 
Slip a ring over the wire and attach 
the end of a 6-foot chain to it. See 
that the ground and surrotindings have 
nothing on which the chain eah catch, 
and be sure that a pan of water and 
some adequate shelter are within reach. 
The sliding ring arrangement will allow 
the dog considerable freedom of move- 
ment, and he will not be so likely to 
fret or break loose as if he were fastened 
in the ordinary way. Should he show 
a tendency to get his feet tangled in the

NO DEFINITE SELECTION

Major Highways, With Proper 
Connections at Outskirts, Is 
Important Issue. 


June 1 was set as the date for adop- 
tion of a comprehensive major 
thoroughfare plan for greater Washing- 
ton at a meeting of the National Cap- 
ital park and planning commission 
yesterday. 

Explanation of a preliminary study 
of highway requirements of Washing- 
ton and vicinity was made by Harland 


Bartholomew and L. D. Tilton, city 
planning experts, St. Louls, employed 
by the commission, to its members and 
special representatives from Maryland 
and Virginia, contemplating assistance 
in the plan. 

The discussion, the first step in the 
plan, involved consideration of major 
thoroughfares running through the 
District and connecting at its outskirts 
with selected traffic arteries of neigh- 
boring States. 

Although definite selection of exist- 
ing and future traffic channels to be 
used in the plan was not made 
yesterday. Kansas, Michigan, Mas- 
sachusetts and Connecticut avenues, 
Sixteenth street and routes lead- 
ing from the Benning, Pennsylvania 
Avenue and Navy Yard . bridges 
into Maryland and those leading from 
the Highway, Key, Chain and projected 
Arlington Memorial bridges into Vir- 
ginia ar3 considered tentatively. 


Smoot Bill Approved. 


Approval of the bill of Senator Smoot, 
chairman of the public buildings com- 
mission, for Federal acquisition of all 
land between Fifteenth, B, Third streets 
and Pennsylvania avenue for the gov- 
ernment building program, and two 
additional blocks bounded by Maine and 
Maryland avenues, Third and Sixth 
streets, was voted by the commissioners.

Nothing Missed, However, in 
St. Patrick’s Edifice; Two 
Drug Stores Looted. 


HOLDUP IN DELICATESSEN 


A church, two drug stores and many 
homes were reported to police yester- 
day as having been invaded by bur- 
glars during the night and early morn- 
ing hours. A holdup also was reported. 

Mer. Cornelius F. Thomas, pastor of 
St. Patrick’s Catholic church, Tenth 
and G streets northwest, informed po- 
lice of the First precinct that some- 
one had entered the church through a 
window. Nothing was missed. 

The same burglars are believed re- 
sponsible for the looting of the two 
drug stores. By forcing open a side 
door the thieves entered the drug store 
of Raymond J. Lowry; 1101 C street 
southeast, broke open the safe and 
ook $30, then rifled the cash register 
of $10. 

Breaking the glass of a side window 
of the other drug store, at Eleventh 
and East Capitol streets, managed by 
Harry A. Kirby, the invaders smashed 
astamp machine, taking $40 in nickies 
and a roll of stamps, and broke open 
the cash register, from which a small 
amount of money was taken. 

Armed with descriptions, police are 
searching for two colored men who held 
up three men in a delicatessen store at 
1801 Vermont avenue northwest, and 
escaped with $197 in bills. The victims 
were Marshall White and Jacob Hamaty, 
proprietors, who were robbed of $22, and 
Robert Smith, colored, a patron, 1013 §

elimination of 62 duplicate references 
to obsolete reports are recommended in 
| the annual report of the bureau O8, 
| efficiency, of which Herbert D. Brown 
| is chief, for the fiscal year ending Oc~- 
tober 31, 1926. 

Dealing with statistical work of the 
government, the report of this bureau 
which investigates Federal business 
methods and personnel, states that the 
bureau of census is the’ logical unit 
in which to concentrate all nonad- 
ministrative statistics, its sole function 
being collection and dissemination of 
statistical information. The centraliza- 
tion would result in economy of collec- 
tion of original data, improvement in 
Output and distribution. 

A study of 64 new investigations to 
be undertaken by government branches 
showed that none of them would con- 
stitute duplication of work. 

Investigation of paper currency of the 
government with a view to increasing 
its strength and wearing qualities, and 
determining whether it is efficient in 
circulation and economical in manu- 
facture, is now being made and a pro- 
cess for doubling folding endurance 
and increasing strength of the paper 
has been perfected. The contractor is 
now furnishing this paper without in- 
creasing its cost.

The report states further that the 
bureau’s recommendations relative to 
improvements in the administrative or- 
ganization of the prohibition unit pro- 
pose to strengthen the organization in 
supervision of field activities. 

Considerable work was dane for the 
District, consisting of improvement of 
filing needs for Freedmen's hospital; 
inspection of cement, asphalt, sand and 
gravel; elimination of duplication in 
the newly created board of public wel- 
fare; modernization of the offices of 
recorder of deeds and register of wills; 
improvement in the finance office of 
the police court and the cost account- 
ing system for the office of public 
building and public parks. 

At the present time, the bureau is 
making a valuation as of June 30, 1926, 
of the plan for retirement of em- 
ployes in the classified civil service, 
as amended by Congress July 3, 1926, 
and has assisted in work relative to 
District teachers’ retirement: legislation.
